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Austria’s  Empress  And  The  Thaler 


Maria  Theresa  was  born  May  13, 
1717.  She  married  Francis  Stephen, 
Duke  of  Lorraine,  February  12,  1736 
and  bore  him  sixteen  children;  eleven 
girls,  four  died  in  child  birth  and  one 
boy. 

Her  father,  Charles  VI,  a  former 
numismatist,  was  known  to  have  car¬ 
ried  his  coin  collection  into  battle  in  a 
portable  coin  case,  died  in  1740.  Upon 
his  death  and  leaving  no  male  heir, 
Maria  Theresa  was  to  succeed  him  to 
the  Haspburg  Dominion,  but  was  chal¬ 
lenged  by  Charles  Albert  of  Bavaria. 
This  plunged  Europe  into  an  era  of 
war  and  bloodshed  that  began  in 
1 740. Austria,  at  that  time  posessed 
much  of  the  continent,  but  by  the  time 
the  war  ended  in  1748  it  appeared  that 
the  young  queen  would  have  no  em¬ 
pire  to  rule.  Spain  and  Naples  gained 
control  of  her  posessions  in  Italy.  The 
French  and  Bavarian  troops  marched 
into  Bohemia.  However  the  Hungar¬ 
ians  heard  her  pleas  for  help  and 
drove  out  hte  enemy.  A  peace  treaty 
was  signed  at  Aix  La  Chapelle.  in 
which  Frederick  the  Great  of  Prussia 
was  given  Silesia. 

In  October,  1745,  her  husband,  Fran¬ 
cis  Stephen,  was  crowned  as  Holy 
Roman  Emperor  and  Maria  Theresa 
was  recognized  as  Empress  of  Aus¬ 
tria  and  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bo¬ 
hemia  During  this  period  Maria  Ther¬ 
esa,  her  husband  and  minister  Kaun- 
itz,  instituted  reforms  that  gave  the 
peasants  more  freedom,  restored  fin¬ 
ance  and  rehabilitated  the  empire.  In 
1756,  Frederick  the  Great  started  the 
seven  years  war,  invading  Saxony 
and  Austria.  Again  Austria  bore  the 
blunt  of  the  struggle.  The  war  lasted 
until  1763  and  when  it  was  over  the 
Empress  devoted  her  efforts  to  im¬ 
proving  conditions  in  her  realm. 

Widowed  in  1765  she  then  ruled 
with  her  son  who  became  Roman  Em¬ 
peror,  Joseph  II. 

In  1772  she  joined  with  Russia  and 
Prussia  in  the  first  partition  of  Po¬ 
land, where  she  was  given  control  of 
Galicia  and  Lodomeria.  In  1777  she 
added  more  territory  to  Austria  when 
she  acquired  Bukowina  from  Turkey. 
She  ruled  jointly  with  her  son  until  her

death,  November  29,  1780. 

Having  a  large  body  frame  and 
being  quite  heavy,  she  was  known  to 
her  subjects  as  the  “fat  lady”  but  they 
all  loved  her  for  her  courage  and 
strength,  kindness  and  generosity. 
She  gave  her  people  a  loyalty  to  the 
Hapsburg  Monarchy  that  continued  af¬ 
ter  her  death  for  more  than  a  century. 

The  House  of  Hapsburg  came  to  an 
end  when  the  Austrian  Empire  lost  all 
its  possessions  at  the  end  of  World 
War  I.  It  was  one  of  the  strongest  and 
oldest  imperial  families  in  Europe, 
starting  in  the  thirteenth  century  and 
reigning  for  636  years. 

The  youngest  daughter  of  Maria 
Theresa  and  Francis  Stephen  was  the 
unfortunate  Maria  Antoinette,  who  be¬ 
came  the  Queen  of  Louis  XVI  of 
France  at  the  age  of  fifteen  and  was 
beheaded  in  1793. 

THE  THALER 

In  honor  of  her  death  in  1780  the 
Austrian  Gunzburg  Mint  with  the  Mint 
Masters,  Tobia  Schobl  and  Josef 
Faby,  struck  the  first  Maria  Theresa 
Thalers.  They  are  credited  with  sev¬ 
eral  varieties  of  initials  on  the  coin. 
Their  initials  are  under  Maria  Ther¬ 
esa  s  portrait  on  the  obverse  of  the 
coin. 

The  coin  became  popular  through- 
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REVERSE 

out  the  Meditteranean  because  of  its 
high  silver  content  and  it  became  the 
unofficial  trade  dollar  of  the  area. 

The  general  legends  used  by  vari¬ 
ous  emperors  on  the  M0"0  Thoroca 
coins  were  in  Latin  and  used  the  first 
letters  of  the  words  D(ei)  G(ratia)  R(o- 
manan  or  urn)  l(mperator)  or  R(omani) 
l(mperi)  S(emper)  A(ugustus)  G(er- 
maniae)  H(ungariae)  B(ohemiae) 
R(ex)  A(rchidux)  A(ustriae)  D(ux) 
B(urgundiae). 

Translated,  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
Emperor  of  the  Romans,  Always  Aug¬ 
ust,  King  of  Germany,  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  Archduke  of  Austria,  Duke 
of  Burgundy. 

Not  all  of  the  general  legends  were 
used  on  every  coin  as  she  held  many 
other  titles,  the  listed  were  the  same 
as  for  male  ruler,  king,  duke,  etc. 

The  Thaler  was  41mm  in  diameter 
with  a  silver  fineness  of. 833  and  a  to¬ 
tal  coin  weight  of  28.07  grams.  The 
first  United  States  dollars,  were  39mm 
in  diameter,  a  silver  fineness  of  .8924 
and  a  coin  weight  of  27  grams.  The 
British  Crown  after  1816  had  a  silver 
fineness  of  .925  was  38mm  in  dia¬ 
meter  and  weighed  33.4  grams. 

The  Maria  Theresa  coin  was  not 
only  struck  at  Gunzburg  Mint  in  Aus¬ 
tria  but  other  mints  in  the  world  such 
as  Birmingham,  Bombay,  Bruxelles.

DEALER 

HENRY  CHRISTENSEN 
.DIES  AT  NEW  JERSEY  HOME 

A  well-known  dealer  in  international 
numismatic  material,  Henry  Christen¬ 
sen,  63,  of  the  firm  that  carries  his 
name  died  Jan.  27  at  his  home  in 
Madison.  N.J. 

His  professional  numismatic  career 
of  some  30  years  established  him  as 
one  of  the  most  experienced  and 
broadest  gauged  of  American  authori¬ 
ties  on  Hispanic  and  especially  Latin 
American  numismatics.  At  one  time  or 
another,  he  handled  nearly  every 
great  rarity  of  the  series  and  he  pub¬ 
lished  a  number  of  new  varieties. 

Mr.  Christensen’s  field  of  interest 
and  competence,  however,  was  vir¬ 
tually  all-encompassing.  His  firm's 
sales  catalogs  were  respected  for 
their  thoughtful  and  authoritative  treat¬ 
ment  of  a  wide  range  of  out-of-the-way 
series  of  coins,  exonumia  and  bank 
notes. 

Born  in  Jersey  City,  N.J.,  Mr.  Chris¬ 
tensen  graduated  from  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Institute  of  Technology  in 
1936  and  until  the  early  ’50s,  con¬ 
ducted  a  successful  institutional 
laundry  business.  However,  his  pas¬ 
sion  for  coins  —  focused  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  on  Scandinavian  coins  —  led 
him  eventually  to  dispose  of  the  busi¬ 
ness  to  the  Waldorf  Astoria  so  that  he 
could  become  a  professional  numis¬ 
matist. 

Among  Mr.  Christensen’s  profes¬ 
sional  memberships  were  the  Profes¬ 
sional  Numismatists  Guild,  the  Society 
of  Certified  Professional  Numismatists 
and  the  American  Association  of  Ap¬ 
praisers.  He  served  for  some  years  as 
the  American  vice  president  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Association  of  Professional 
Numismatists.  He  was  particularly  re¬ 
spected  as  an  authenticator  and 
‘  court  of  last  resort.”  His  generous 
help  and  advice  were  at  the  disposi¬ 
tion  of  authors,  researchers  and  in¬ 
stitutions.

Florence,  Leningrad,  London,  Milan, 
Paris,  Prague,  Rome,  Venice,  and  Vi¬ 
enna  as  well.  All  other  mints  carried 
the  same  date,  1780.  It  was  used  for 
trading  purposes,  particularly  through¬ 
out  the  middle  east,  in  Arabia  and  Af¬ 
rica.  In  Ethiopia  it  was  the  satndard 
coin  until  1965.  The  citizens  would 
count  pearls  on  the  Empress  shoulder 
clasp  as  a  test  of  genuiness.  About  8 
million  coins  were  struck  to  date.  In 
1975  Austria  struck  653,000  of  these 
fine  coins. 

Maria  Theresa  s  coinage  out 
stamped  and  out  Jistanced  that  of  her 
husband  and  s  )n  combined.  She 
made  it  big  with  h  ?r  death  date  thaler. 

Let  us  not  forge  t  two  other  Austrian 
facts,  the  United  States  got  its  name 
for  the  dollar  fro  n  the  Thaler.  The 
world's  first  dollar-  ize  silver  coin  was 
struck  at  the  Hall  K  nt  in  Tyrol,  Austria 
in  1484. 

Austria  issued  \  Maria  Theresa 
commerative  25  sf  King  coin  in  1967 
in  acknowledgemer  of  her  250th  birth 
date  and  in  1980  \  ill  commemorate 
the  bicentennial  yea  of  her  death. 


During  the  past  few  years,  Mr.

BIG  BUCKS  FROM  SALE 
OF  SILVER  DOLLARS 

House  Clears  GSA  to  Offer 
978,000  of  the  Old  Coins 
For  Profit  of  $24  Million

WASHINGTON  —  The  House  auth¬ 
orized  the  General  Services  Adminis¬ 
tration  to  sell  coin  collectors  about 
978,000  old  silver  dollars,  at  an  esti¬ 
mated  profit  of  $24  million  for  Uncle 
Sam. 

The  coins,  minted  in  Carson  City, 
Nev.,  between  1880  and  1893,  were 
once  believed  to  have  been  melted 
down  during  World  War  I.  But  in  1964, 
nearly  three  million  of  them  were  dis¬ 
covered  in  a  Treasury  vault.  Between 
1972  and  1974,  the  GSA  sold  about 
two-thirds  of  them  at  a  profit  of  $55.3 
million,  before  the  market  became 
saturated  and  sales  were  discontin¬ 
ued  temporarily. 

The  measure  passed  and  sent  to 
the  Senate  yesterday  removes  a  one- 
coin-per-customer  limit  that  applied  to 
the  earlier  sale.  The  GSA  is  allowed  to 
set  fixed  prices  for  the  remaining  coins 
—  generally  believed  to  be  valued  at 
$1 5  to  $60  each,  depending  upon  their 
rarity  —  and  to  dispose  of  them  in  any 
method  the  agency  chooses. 

An  identical  bill  passed  Congress 
late  last  year,  but  was  pocket-vetoed 
by  President  Carter  after  the  Senate 
attached  an  unrelated  amendment  to 
it.  The  amendment  prohibited  the  re¬ 
laxation  of  U  S.  import  restrictions  on 
textile  products  while  trade  negotia¬ 
tions  were  continuing. 


Marcel  Jovine 

Medalist  Extraordinaire  Rooted  In  Jersey

Marcel  Jovine,  a  sculptor  of  con¬ 
siderable  talent  and  renown,  lives 
and  works  in  historic  Closter,  a 
town  in  the  northeast  corner  of 
New  Jersey. 

A  three-story  Victorian  house  on 
Harrington  West  is  the  pictur¬ 
esque  setting  for  the  creativity  of 
this  prolific  medalist. 

While  visiting  in  early  Jan.,  Mr. 
Jovine  showed  me  a  series  ot 
pewter  plates  on  a  plate  rail  on 
the  sun  porch.  Ten  scenes  had 
been  selected  to  be  cast  for  a  Bi¬ 
centennial  series  by  Time-Life 
Publishers.  The  Boston  Tea  Party, 
The  Bonn  Homme  Richard  and 
eight  other  events  that  shaped  the 
history  of  the  colonies  were  cast 
in  bold  relief. 

Jovine's  creations  adorn  the 
walls  at  every  turn.  The  sculptor 
pointed  out  the  Yankee  Doodle 
medal  he  did  in  1976  for  the  Socie¬ 
ty  of  Medalists  and  the  awe-in¬ 
spiring  galvano  for  the  1976  calen¬ 
dar  medal  issued  by  Medallic  Art 
Co.,  which  shows  historic  events 
from  the  American  Revolution  to 
the  moon  landing. 

The  calendar  medal  was  such  a 
success  that  Medallic  Art  commis¬ 
sioned  Jovine  to  do  the  200th  anni¬ 
versary  of  Old  Glory  in  1977  and 
the  Houses  and  Signs  ot  the  Zodi¬ 
ac  in  1978.  The  1979  medal  with  a 
nautical  thems  is  now  being  sold 
by  Medallic  Art,  and  a  1980  Winter 
Olympics  calendar  medal  is  in  the 
works. 

Most  awe-inspiring  of  the  Jovine 
collection  are  the  twin  art  medals 
commemorating  the  Viking  Mis¬ 
sions  to  Mars. 

Twenty  days  apart  in  the  late 
summer  of  1975,  two  Viking  crafts 
were  launched  to  probe  the  se¬ 
crets  of  the  Mars.  The  space  ships 
traveled  230  million  miles  and  sat 
down  on  Mars  with  Viking  One 
landing  July  20,  1976,  and  Viking  2 
landing  640  miles  away  just  46 
days  later.  Being  able  to  capture 
the  depth  of  outer  space  and  the 
plains  and  mountains  of  Mars  was 
"challenging"  to  Jovine,  who  stud¬ 
ied  drawings  and  photographs  of 
the  Viking  landings  and  scruti¬ 
nized  topographical  maps  of  Mars 
before  he  sketched  his  medals. 

Medal  collectors  snapped  up  a 


limited  edition  of  5,000  pairs  in 
2l/2-inch  bronze,  1,000  in  silver  and 
100  in  18-karat  gold. 

Marcel  was  called  upon  to  re¬ 
cord  in  timeless  metal  the  historic 
hook-up  of  the  Soviet  Soyuze  and 
the  U.S.  Appollo  spacecraft,  which 
was  another  sellout. 

Jovine  came  to  the  United 
States  in  1946  from  Naples,  after 
studying  industrial  design  at  the 
Academy  of  Tourin.  He  had  no 
training  as  a  sculptor,  but  his 
study  of  design  makes  it  possible 
to  sketch  his  models  before  he 
constructs  them  in  plastilene. 

On  the  drawing  board  in  his 
third-floor  studio  was  the  sketch 
for  the  1979  calendar  medal. 

Next  we  went  to  the  basement 
workshop,  where  plaster  models 
are  cast  from  the  original  clay 
model.  The  details  on  the  plaster 
cast  are  sharpened  before  it  is 
sent  to  the  vendor,  where  a  galva¬ 
no  is  made  from  which  a  die  is  cut 
on  a  reduction  lathe. 

The  Longine  Whitnauer  Co. 
produced  a  series  of  36  medals  for 
Wells  Fargo  with  scenes  depicting 
“The  opening  of  The  West.”  They 
also  produced  36  Jovine  medals  in 
the  “Endangered  Species”  series 
for  the  Siera  club.  The  Interna¬ 
tional  Silver  Co.  called  on  Jovine 
for  a  set  of  seven  medals  com¬ 
memorating  Charles  A.  Lind- 
burgh's  solo  flight  from  New  York 
to  Paris  50  years  ago. 

The  list  of  accomplishments 
goes  on  and  on.  I  will  have  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Closter  in  the  future  for  an¬ 
other  chapter  in  the  life  and  times 
of  Marcel  Jovine.

BRITISH  MINT’S 
NOT  A  BIT  FOREIGN

Mention  of  the  British  Royal  Mint 
conjures  up  visions  of  a  huqe  stone 
edifice  in  the  distant  British  Isles, 
Right? 

Well,  you're  wrong,  the  British  Roy¬ 
al  Mint  is  right  off  busy  Route  46  in 
Fairfield,  and  that’s  in  North  Jersey 
just  20  minutes  drive  from  the  Lincoln 
Tunnel  to  New  York  City.  That's  not 
where  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Elizabeth 
has  her  coins  minted,  it  is  the  distri¬ 
bution  center  for  The  Royal  Mint’s 
products  for  North  America. 

I  took  a  ride  down  there  one  day 
after  clearing  the  way  in  advance 
(they)  don't  like  strangers  prowling 
around  the  place  —  it  sets  off  all  kinds 
of  alarms). 

Tight  security  is  the  rule.  You  talk  to 
a  receptionist  via  microphone  as  she 
views  you  through  bullet-proof  glass, 
and  if  you  haven’t  been  cleared  in 
advance,  forget  it. 

The  Distribution  Center  at  128  Pas¬ 
saic  Ave.  was  mailing  out  Hong  Kong 
$1 ,000  gold  coins  celebrating  the  Chi¬ 
nese  Lunar  Year  of  the  Ram,  a  28.4 
millimeter  22  carat  coin  weighing 
15.98  grams  which  sells  for  $330  in 
Proof  and  $225  uncirculated. 

One  of  the  best  sellers  of  the  BRM 
products  is  ihe  annual  Chinese  New 
Year  gold  coin  with  the  year  of  the 
horse,  preceding  the  year  of  the  ram  a 
sellout.  Prudent  Chinese  snap  up  the 
coins  in  the  British  Colony  where  they 
are  held  in  high  esteem.  The  year  of 
the  Dragon  and  the  year  of  the  Snake, 
all  previous  issues  have  been  very 
popular. 

Robert  Coyle,  Division  Manager  of 
the  BRM  operation  in  Fairfield  takes 
the  show  on  the  road  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  having  shown  the  1978  British 
Decimal  Proof  sets  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  at  Houston 
last  summer.  The  six  piece  set  in  a 
thin  plastic  case  sells  for  $17  and  it  is 
a  real  handsome  set  with  a  Royal  Mint 
Medallion. 

The  BRM  showed  it’s  line  of  Proof 
Sets  from  many  nations,  all  struck  at 
the  British  Royal  Mint,  during  the  last 
ANA  Convention  in  Atlanta,  and  they 
will  be  at  the  St.  Louis  Convention  this 
summer.  They  journied  to  Florida  in 
January  for  the  Florida  United  Numis¬ 
matists  (FUN)  Convention  and  they 
show  annually  at  the  International 
Coin  Convention  in  New  York  City  at

Ed  Fleischmann  has  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  numismatics  professionally 
since  1969  and  fraternally  since  long 
before  that.  An  early  member  of  Col¬ 
lectors  of  Numismatic  Errors,  Inc., 
Fleischmann  compiled  and  published 
CONE  Register  of  Numismatic  Er¬ 
rors"  in  the  mid-1960s. 

This  led  to  his  employment  at  "Coin 
World"  on  Sidney,  Ohio  in  1969,  in  the 
Collectors'  Clearinghouse  depart¬ 
ment  of  that  publication.  Following  the 
retirement  of  James  G.  Johnson  in 
1974,  Fleischmann  became  editor  of 
the  Clearinghouse  page  and  head  of 
that  department. 

He  was  hired  by  the  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association  as  an  ANACS 
authenticator  in  October  of  1976,  fol¬ 
lowing  the  removal  of  that  department 
from  Washington,  D  C.  to  Colorado 
Springs,  Co.  Prior  to  this  formal  em¬ 
ployment,  Fleischmann  had  earlier 
taught  courses  in  genuine  and  coun¬ 
terfeit  coin  detection  at  the  ANA's 
Summer  Seminar  and  at  various  Or¬ 
ganization  of  International  Numisma¬ 
tists'  seminars. 

Born  in  Wisconsin,  Fleischmann 
was  employed  in  a  supervisory  capac¬ 
ity  at  the  AC  Electronics  Division  of 
General  Motors  in  Oak  Creek,  Wl  prior 
to  moving  to  Sidney.  He  and  his  wife 
Marilyn  currently  reside  in  Colorado 
Springs,  as  do  three  of  their  five  sons. 

John  Hunter  has  been  a  profes¬ 
sional  numismatist  since  1963,  when 
he  took  over  the  management  of  the 
coin  department  of  his  father's  Detroit 


area  pharmacy.  Later  he  established 
his  own  coin  business,  specializing  in 
gold  coins,  higher  grade  world  type 
coins  and  numismatic  books. 

In  October  of  1975  he  gave  up  this 
business  to  take  a  position  as  authen¬ 
ticator  with  ANACS,  then  located  in 
Washington,  D  C.  A  year  later  he 
relocated  to  Colorado  Springs  when 
the  ANACS  office  was  moved  to  the 
ANA  headquarters  building. 

Prior  to  his  employment  by  the  ANA 
Hunter  had  conducted  coin  authen¬ 
tication  seminars  for  the  Organization 
of  International  Numismatists,  as  well 
as  writing  the  “Detection/Protection" 
column  for  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine.  He  is  a  Life  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Numismatic  Society  and  an  As¬ 
sociate  Member  of  the  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Society.  At  one  time  he  also 
served  as  a  Director  of  O.l. N. 

Hunter  is  married  and  has  two  child¬ 
ren,  a  boy  and  a  girl. 

Since  moving  to  Colorado  Springs 
in  late  1976,  John  and  Ed  have  been 
instrumental  in  putting  ANACS  “in 
the  black"  financially.  They  have 
conducted  numerous  seminars  on 
coin  authenication  in  various  parts  of 
the  country,  under  the  sponsorship  of 
state  and  local  numisrmfir'  nrganizp- 
tions. 

They  have  also  started  a  coin 
photographic  service,  on  a  very  limited 
scale,  which  permits  collectors  and 
dealers  to  acquire  microphotographs 
and  slide  programs  of  genuine,  coun¬ 
terfeit  and  altered  coins.

Numismatics  — 

The  Bicentennial  year  was  a  time  of 
reflection  for  Americans,  on  our  gov¬ 
ernment's  origins  and  on  our  fore¬ 
fathers'  struggle  to  provide  a  social 
system  more  equitable  than  those 
from  which  they  had  fled.  This  reflec¬ 
tion  grew  more  personal  when  many 
Americans,  following  the  television 
presentation  of  “Roots,''  sought  out 
the  history  of  their  own  family's  ances¬ 
tors,  seeking  to  find  a  bond  between 
the  past  and  the  present  in  seeing  how 
the  legacy  left  by  their  forefathers  had 
played  a  role  in  Man  s  history. 

This  kind  of  thinking  has  led  the  A- 
merican  Numismatic  Association  to 
name  the  1979  National  Coin  Week 
theme  “Numismatics  —  A  Study  of 
Man’s  Roots."  As  usual,  the  event  will 
be  the  third  week  of  April,  the  15th 
through  21st. 

As  archaelogists  will  profess,  one  of 
the  best  genealogies  of  Man  was 
given  to  us  in  the  wealth  of  numismat¬ 
ic  material  that  the  generations  before 
us  left  behind.  From  the  use  of  salt  or 
beads  to  metal  and  paper,  currency 
has  recorded  the  development  of 
trade  and  commerce  in  past  civiliza¬ 
tions.  It  has  served  as  a  tool  of  power, 
such  as  when  used  for  propaganda  by 
the  Romans  and  the  German  Nazis, 
or  when  a  Mexican  revolutionary 
chose  to  produce  his  own  currency  to 
finance  his  revolution. 

Individuals  have  been  immortalized 
on  currency,  whether  religious  figures 
such  as  Jesus  Christ  or  the  pagan  god 
Tangaroa,  political  figures  such  as 
kings  and  presidents,  or  exceptional 
figures  such  as  Christopher  Colubus, 
Samuel  F.B  Morse,  Franz  Schubert 
and  Booker  T.  Washington.  And  along 
with  them  have  been  portrayed  the  e- 
vents  that  mark  the  passing  of  human 
life  .  .  .  from  birth  to  marriage  to  an¬ 
niversaries  to  death. 

Currency  has  recorded  significant 
events  from  the  rise  and  fall  of  repub¬ 
lics  to  the  world’s  greatest  accom¬ 
plishments,  and  it  has  symbolically 
presented  Man  s  highest  ideals.  Liber¬ 
ty,  the  most  elusive  and  sought  after  of 
Man’s  dreams,  has  been  portrayed  by 
many  throughout  time,  from  the  Ro¬ 
man  revolutionaries  who  sought  free¬ 
dom  from  the  tyranny  of  Caesar  to 
Americans  who,  by  the  new  Susan  B 
Anthony  dollar,  pay  homage  to  the 
struggle  to  free  women  from  some  of 
the  bonds  of  their  past. 

Publicity  is  the  key  to  National  Coin 
Week  success.  Club  committees 
should  contact  II  local  clubs,  radio  and 


television  stations  and  newspapers  to 
obtain  as  much  coverage  as  possible. 
Invite  the  general  public  to  call  or  bring 
in  their  questions  about  coins  which 
have  been  passed  down  to  them.  The 
intent  of  NCW  is  to  inform  and  to 
promote  the  benefits  of  the  hobby. 

Approach  your  mayor  or  city  mana¬ 
ger  and  request  an  edict  proclaiming 
April  15  through  21  as  National  Coin 
Week  in  your  city  or  town.  Be  aware 
also  that  church,  college  and  high 
school  papers  can  be  good  sources  of 
publicity.  An  influential  business  man 
or  political  figure  can  be  most  helpful 
in  opening  doors  to  publicity. 

It  is  not  mandatory  this  year  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  scrapbook  on  your  club’s  activ¬ 
ities  but  one  does  make  an  ideal 
means  of  reporting  the  extent  of  your 
participation.  Each  and  every  partici¬ 
pant  of  NCW  is  entitled  to  an  appro¬ 
priate  certificate  from  the  ANA.  It  is  the 
club’s  responsibility  to  furnish  a  typed 
and  accurate  list  of  all  participants  to 
headquarters  following  the  close  of 
NCW  activities. 

The  1st  should  includ  the  nonnumis- 
matic  individuals  who  helped  make 
space  available  for  displays  and  pub¬ 
licity  —  local  editors,  newscasters, 
bank  officials,  etc.  The  certificates  can 
be  presented  in  club  ceremonies  after 
the  close  of  NCW  and  thus  generate 
more  publicity  for  your  club  and  its 
activities. 

Your  report  to  ANA  should  include 
photographs  and  documentation  of 
what  your  club  did  in  observance  of 
National  Coin  Week.  Several  such  re¬ 
ports  will  be  published  and  they  will 
furnish  the  basis  for  judging  the  obser¬ 
vances.  For  further  information  and 
theme  cards,  write  to  National  Coin 
Week  Kit,  P.O.  Box  2366,  Colorado 
Springs,  Co.  80901. 

Even  in  the  study  of  exonumia  — 
tokens,  checks  and  bonds  —  we  can 
explore  the  local  history  of  a  region  — 
its  origins,  businesses  as  they  come 
and  go,  and  the  people  who  left  their 
indelible  image  upon  the  landscape. 
As  the  theme  of  National  Coin  Week, 
“Numismatics  —  A  Study  of  Man's 
Roots,”  suggests,  numismatics  is  one 
method  we  can  use  to  delve  into  our 
past,  into  our  roots  as  a  locality,  a 
state,  a  country,  or  as  the  Family  of 
Man. 

In  an  effort  to  hasten  the  availability 
of  publicity  materials  for  NCW,  details 
for  this  year  are  being  handled  by  the 
ANA  headquarters  staff.  Guidelines 


U.S.  Coin  Exchange  representative 
at  ceremonies  for  striking  of 
first  Anthony  dollar  coin 

PHILADELPHIA  MINT 
STRIKES  ANTHONY  DOLLAR 
by  HAROLD  FLARTEY 

PHILADELPHIA,  PA.,  Dec.  13, 
1978,  might  have  been  called  "Ladies 
Day”  at  the  World's  Largest  Mint  with 
high  ranking  officials  of  the  female 
gender  outnumering  the  men.  The  oc¬ 
casion  was  the  official  striking  of  the 
first  Susan  B.  Anthony  Dollar,  the  first 
coin  to  show  the  likeness  of  an  Ameri¬ 
can  woman. 

Obviously  it  was  a  day  of  triumph  for 
women  with  Mint  Director,  Stella  B. 
Hackel  in  charge  of  the  ceremonies. 
Bette  B  Anderson,  Under  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  made  a  few  appropriate 
remarks  and  several  distaff  members 
of  Congress  were  introduced,  among 
them  Mary  Rose  Oaker,  Representa¬ 
tive  (Dem.,  Ohio),  Patricia  Schroeder 
(Dem.,  Colorado)  and  Margaret  M. 
Heckler,  (Rep.,  Mass). 

Azie  Taylor  Morton  was  on  hand  to 
nod  her  approval  of  the  new  mini-dol- 
lar.  Her  name  appears  on  all  of  your 
paper  money,  as  Treasurer  of  tho 
United  States  and  the  metal  coin  that 
lasts  15  years  will  be  a  big  saving  for 
the  taxpayers  considering  that  a  paper 
dollar  lasts  about  18  months.  The 
paper  notes  are  produced  at  a  cost  of 
1.8  cents  each  while  the  coins  cost 
about  3  cents  each.  The  difference  in 
life  span  will  save  the  taxpayers  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  in  production  costs. 

The  new  dollar  coin,  designed  by 
Chief  Mint  Engraver,  Frank  Gasparro, 
a  native  Philadelphian,  shows  the  like¬ 
ness  of  Susan  B.  Anthony,  the  top 
advocate  of  women’s  rights  who  de¬ 
voted  most  of  her  life  to  fighting  for  the 
women’s  right  to  vote.  The  momentum 
she  generated  continued  after  her 
death  in  1906  and  the  19th  amend¬ 
ment  granting  women’s  sufferage  be¬ 
came  a  reality  in  1920.  Mr.  Gasparro 
has  captured  the  character  of  the 
great  lady  in  this  1.04  inch  dollar  coin. 

The  new  coin  weighs  one  third  as 
much  as  four  quarters  and  the  dia¬ 
meter  falls  between  the  quarter  and 
the  half  dollar. 

This  size  differential  is  a  break  with 
tradition  that  has  lasted  five  centuries.

The  Joachimsthaler  (or  “Thaler” 
eventually  Taler),  the  ancestor  of  our 
American  dollar  established  the  size 
of  the  dollar  in  1500.  Foreign  "Crown” 
size  coins  have  been  minted  through¬ 
out  the  world  at  39  to  45  millimeters 
since  that  time. 

The  term  “dollar  size”  that  has  been 
a  standard  expression  for  half  a  mil- 
lenium  has  lost  its  meaning,  but  that  is 
not  the  only  break  with  tradition,  the 
new  dollar  will  show  a  “P”  mint  mark 
on  all  dolar  coins  produced  at  the  Phil¬ 
adelphia  Mint.  (On  the  obverse). 

Four  presses  were  tooled  up  for  the 
ceremonies.  They  had  produced  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  thousand  coins  to  iron 
out  any  production  problems  but  the 
first  “Official”  strikes  were  initiated  by 
Government  officials.  The  press  I  was 
watching  (No.  1)  had  Bette  Anderson, 
Under  Sec.  of  the  Treasury  and  Philip 
E.  Coldwell,  of  the  Board  of  Gover¬ 
nors  of  the  Federal  Reserve  system. 
When  the  principals  pressed  the  start¬ 
ing  buttons  simultaneously  nothing 
happened  but  after  several  tries  the 
balky  machine  responded. 

The  cupronickel  strikes  will  continue 
full  blast  at  Philadelphia,  Denver  and 


San  Francisco  and  by  the  first  week  in 
July  the  flood  gates  will  open  and  500 
million  of  the  new  dollars  will  drop  an 
unsuspecting  public.  Until  that  time, 
no  one  will  have  one,  as  Mrs.  Hackel 
told  a  congresswoman,  who  request¬ 
ed  that  she  be  allowed  to  purchase  a 
“first  day  strike.”

ANA  GRADING  SERVICE 

With  its  certification  service  running 
smoothly  and  very  successfully,  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  is 
actively  setting  up  the  long-awaited 
grading  service.  The  grading  service 
will  necessarily  function  in  close  co¬ 
operation  with  the  certification  service 
after  the  trial  period  expires. 

Thomas  K.  DeLorey  resigned  his 
post  as  editor  of  Coin  World’s  Col¬ 
lectors'  Clearinghouse  department  re¬ 
cently  and  joined  ANA  staff  on  No¬ 
vember  1.  Executive  vice  president 
Edward  C.  Rochette,  in  welcoming  the 
new  addition  to  headquarters  staff, 
said,  “Tom  will  be  the  man  doing  the 
grading.'  Rochette  cautioned,  how¬ 
ever,  that  “we  will  not  be  accepting 
coins  for  grading  until  early  next  year, 
possibly  shortly  after  the  mid-year 
board  meeting  scheduled  for  February 
5-7.” 

DeLorey  has  moved  to  Colorado 
Springs  and  is  now  working  with  Ed 
Fleischmann  and  John  Hunter  of 
ANACS  to  set  up  procedures  and 
guidelines  for  implementing  the  grad¬ 
ing  activity.  One  prerequisite  of  having 
a  coin  graded  will  be  that  it  first  be 
certified  as  a  guard  against  grading  a 
fake  piece.

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Britain’s  Longest  Reigning  Monarch

Alexandria  Victoria  was  born  May 
24,  1819,  the  only  child  of  Edward, 
Duke  of  Kent,  fourth  son  of  George  III 
and  Victoria  Mary  Louisa,  princess  of 
the  German  House  of  Saxe-Coburg 
and  Gotha,  at  Kensington  Palace, 
London.  Her  father  died  when  she  was 
eight  months  old  leaving  the  family  in 
stress  and  with  many  unpaid  bills.  She 
was  brought  up  in  seclusion  by  her 
mother  and  consequently  had  a  very 
lonely  childhood. 

At  the  age  of  eighteen  she  ascend¬ 
ed  to  the  throne  upon  the  death  of  her 
uncle  William  IV,  who  died  June  20, 
1837  and  she  came  to  live  at  Bucking¬ 
ham  Palace  where  she  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  the  royal  office  with 
poise  and  courage.  Victoria  was 
crowned  as  Queen  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  on  June  28,  1838  at  West¬ 
minister.  In  1867  she  became  Em¬ 
press  of  India. 

The  new  Queen  proposed  to  her 
cousin  Prince  Albert  of  Saxe-Coburg 
and  Gotha  on  October  15,  1839  and 
they  were  married  February  10,  1840 
at  St.  James  Palace.  Although  her 
subjects  at  first  did  not  really  approve 
of  this  marriage,  it  turned  out  to  be  a 
very  happy  union.  The  prince  was  not 
only  a  devoted  husband  but  a  valuable 
advisor  to  the  queen  and  was  as¬ 
signed  to  more  and  more  official  du¬ 
ties  that  got  her  properties  into  shape. 
Her  role  was  a  happy  wife  and  mother 
to  the  four  sons  and  five  daughters 
born  to  them. 

Prince  Albert,  who  bore  the  title 
Prince  Consort,  died  in  December 
1861.  The  queen  with  most  of  her  ad¬ 
visors  gone,  spent  two  dreadful  years 
of  grieving  with  loneliness  at  Balmoral, 
where  she  retreated  with  her  children. 
It  was  Benjamin  Disraeli,  a  statesman 
and  writer,  who  brought  her  out  of  her 
shell  and  gave  her  the  confidence  to 
get  involved  again  with  the  affairs  of 
government. 

The  British  Empire  celebrated 
OQueen  Victoria’s  Golden  Jubilee 
on  June  20,  1887  which  lasted  for 
many  weeks  through  the  heat  of  the 
summer. 

By  September  23,  1896,  the  aging 
queen  had  reigned  one  day  longer 
than  any  other  English  Soverign  in 
history,  a  record  held  by  her  grand¬ 
father  George  III.  The  following  year 
on  June  22,  1897  the  queen  went  to 
the  telegraph  room  at  Buckingham 


Palace  and  pressed  a  button  that  sent 
her  Diamond  Jubilee  message 
throughout  the  Empire.  “From  my 
heart  I  thank  the  people,  May  God 
Bless  them,”  and  the  whole  world 
joined  in  the  celebration. 

After  a  short  illness,  Victoria,  Eng¬ 
land’s  longest  reigning  monarch  died 
on  January  22,  1901  and  the  whole 
world  mourned. 

Her  reign  brought  luster  and  great¬ 
ness  in  many  fields  of  human  enter¬ 
prise,  military  victories,  development 
of  commerce  and  industry,  political 
reforms,  scientific  achievements  and  a 
wonderful  advancement  in  prose  and 
poetry. 

It  was  under  Queen  Victoria's  reign 
that  the  saying  "The  sun  never  sets  on 
the  British  Empire”  came  about. 

It  was  her  husband,  Prince  Albert, 
who  brought  the  Christmas  tree  from 
Germany  to  Great  Britain. 

After  paying  off  her  father’s  debts, 
they  bought  an  estate  in  1846  on  the 
Isle  of  Wight.  In  1855  the  great 
Balmoral  Castle  in  Scotland  was  com¬ 
pleted.  It  was  here  that  the  queen  was 
the  happiest  and  spent  much  of  her 
time. 

Lord  Melbourne,  who  was  the  prime 
minister  when  Victoria  took  reign,  was 
a  great  asset  in  her  early  political  life. 
During  her  long  reign  she  had  worked 
with  ten  Prime  Ministers,  represent¬ 
ing  nineteen  changes. 

The  legislative  record  of  Victoria's 
reign  includes  many  important  acts. 
One  was  the  establishment  of  the 
penny  postage  in  1840. 

During  the  Crimean  War  the  queen 
headed  a  committee  of  ladies  to  or¬ 
ganize  relief  for  the  wounded.  Her 
visits  to  the  hospitals  to  assist  the 
crippled  made  her  very  popular.  It  was 
at  the  end  of  this  war  that  the  Victoria 
Cross  was  first  given  for  bravery  under 
fire. 

The  double  florin,  1887,  one-fifth  of 
a  pound  was  introduced  as  a  step  for 
decimalization,  with  the  florin  (2  shil¬ 
lings)  introduced  in  1849.  The  coin 
proved  to  be  very  unpopular  and 
became  known  as  the  barmaid’s  ruin, 
as  barmaids  in  haste  would  mistake  it 
for  the  higher  value  five  shilling.

The  four  heads  of  Victoria: 

The  “Younghead”  made  its  first  ap¬ 
pearance  on  the  crown  of  1838,  the 
year  of  the  queen’s  coronation.  It  was 
designed  by  William  Wyon,  chief  en¬ 
graver  at  the  Royal  Mint. 

The  second  coinage  change  came 
in  1847  with  the  “Gothic”  portrait, 
possibly  the  most  beautiful  of  all  with 
the  ornate  dress  of  the  queen,  de¬ 
signed  by  William  Wyon  and  W.  Dyce. 

The  famous  “Jubilee”  portrait  ap¬ 
peared  on  British  coins  during  1887- 

1892  and  was  designed  by  Sir  Joseph 
Boehm,  a  famous  sculptor  and  en¬ 
graved  by  L.C.  Wyon. 

The  “Veiled”  portrait  introduced  in 

1893  was  the  final  coin  change  and 
portrays  the  stately  and  aging  queen 
in  the  last  years  of  her  reign.  Designed 
by  Sir  Thomas  Brock  and  engraved  by 
DeSaulles,  the  coins  have  a  Roman 
date  on  the  edge  from  LVI  (1893)  to 
LXIV  (1900). 

In  1860  the  copper  farthing,  half 
penny  and  the  penny  was  replaced  by 
bronze. 

All  the  silver  coinage  had  a  .925 
fineness.

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U.S.  Coin  Exchange  —  Counterfeiting: 
HOW  TO  HANDLE  THE  PROBLEM 

by  LARRY  SPANBAUER,  NEWS 


!t  has  been  suggested  that  counter¬ 
feiting  is  the  second  oldest  profession 
known  to  man.  yet  for  years,  this 
aspect  of  numismatics  has  been 
shunned  and  ignored.  The  time  has 
come,  where  we  as  collectors  have  to 
decide  how  to  handle  this  problem, 
with  the  hope  that  we  have  not  waited 
too  long. 

There  are  several  schools  of 
thought  regarding  the  countedeit  di¬ 
lemma,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  ar¬ 
ticle  to  explore  these  avenues  and  de¬ 
termine  which  one  is  best. 

One  idea  is  to  continue  to  ignore  the 
problem  and  allow  the  spurious  pieces 
to  be  sold  alongside  the  genuine 
coins  Some  individuals  feel  that  as 
long  as  they  look  the  same,  what  dif¬ 
ference  does  it  make.  They  feel  that 
the  publicity  given  to  this  aspect  of  the 
hobby,  may  frighten  off  some  would- 
be  collectors  and  do  more  harm  than 
good 

One  of  the  problems  with  this  line  of 
thinking  is  what  happens  when  and  if 
there  are  more  counterfeit  than  genu¬ 
ine  pieces  available?  An  example  of 
this  could  be  the  1950-D  Jefferson 
nickel  The  current  trend  for  this  piece 
in  uncirculated  condition  is  $10.00  and 
it  is  unlikely  that  this  price  will  change 
in  the  near  future  The  number  of  spur¬ 
ious  pieces  of  this  coin,  is  said  by 
some,  to  equal  the  2.6  million  pieces 
originally  struck  at  the  Denver  Mint  If 
this  is  true,  and  allowed  to  happen 
again  and  again,  in  not  too  many 
years  it  would  be  possible  to  acquire  a 
complete  set  of  United  States  coins  at 
a  very  modest  price 

A  second  school  of  thought  is  on  the 
opposite  end  of  the  pole  This  group 
feels  that  there  is  no  room  in  this  hob¬ 
by  for  anything  but  genuine  material, 
with  copies  and  counterfeits  being  de¬ 
stroyed  so  they  cannot  threaten  the 
hobby  at  a  later  date 

There  is  also  a  problem  connected 
with  this  line  of  thinking  The  newly 
discovered  counterfeit  piece  may 
have  been  the  prize  piece  of  a  collec¬ 
tion  for  many  years.  Upon  learning 


that  this  item  is  indeed  a  phoney,  the 
owner  may  be  unwilling  to  destroy  it. 
This  could  be  the  case  with  many  of 
the  gold  coins  owned  today  How  wil¬ 
ling  would  you  be  to  destroy  a  1799 
Ten  Dollar  Gold  Piece  after  believing 
for  years  that  the  piece  was  genuine 
and  now  worth  $4,000  00 7  Needless 
to  say,  few  of  us  would  be  willing  to  ac¬ 
cept  such  an  opinion  from  an  outsider 

There  is  a  third  alternative  to  this 
problem  and  this  is  what  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  is  doing  That 
is.  using  the  counterfeit  material  to 
help  educate  the  collecting  fraternity. 
The  more  knowledge  the  collector  has 
and  the  more  information  made  avail¬ 
able  on  this  subject,  the  better  off  we 
the  collector  will  be  in  determining 
whether  a  coin  is  genuine  or  counter¬ 
feit 

A  few  problems  have  also  arisen 
with  this  line  of  attack  A  few  indivi¬ 
duals  have  questioned  the  accuracy  of 
the  A  N  A  C  S.  and  are  trying  to  dis¬ 
credit  it.  While  I  will  agree  that  this 
organization  may  make  mistakes, 
their  percentage  of  accuracy  is  far 
better  than  the  guess  work  applied  pri¬ 
or  to  the  establishment  of  this  service.
